the Whampoa Cadets. 

Some of Chan's armies are now 
moving on Waichow. city, Tam 
Shui and Ping Shan, all points of 
strategic importance on the West 
River. . All_through, there has 
been little or no fighting. A small 
detachment of Whampoa Cadets 
has been cut off, 

Waichow .city is controlled by 
Genera] Yeung Kwan-yu, for years 
one of Chan’s most ardent sup- 
‘porters but now nominally. a .sub- 
ordinate ‘of Hau. Shung-chi who. 
rhas fled to Shanghai. A comman- 
der by name of Yu has practically 
surrendered to Commander 
Yeung. Yu states that he was 
rholding a garrison with the 
Whampoa Cadets referred to but 
he separated from them when he 
learned of-'the Canton coups. 
Yeung has about 7,000 bayonets 
and the amalgamation with Xu will 
bring his strength up to 10,000. 
His declaration for -Chan—a not 
altogether unexpected event— 
would mean the automatic return 
‘of Waichow city to Chan’s cause. 
So far, ¢: 
seem to have prepared any resist- 
ance to Chan's, vanguard. 

Summed up, the position to-day

The defence was based on the 
alleged surrender of the landlord 
to his normal rights of a month’s 
notice on the grounds that he had 
acquiesced i in Mr. Woodhouse leav- 
ing’ by telling him over the "phone 
upon enquiry where he was to 
leave the key (with the caretaker). 
The plaintiff's case wag that 
although this had been done the 
landlord had no intention ‘at the 
time of abandoning: his month’s 
rent, .

ments the employes are in com- 
plete touch with the management, 
and thoroughly acquainted with |, 
the position of the firm and able 
to share in the determination of 
all questions directly affecting 
their working conditions and 
social amenities, It was Mr. 
Renold’s opinion, 
proved afterward -by Mr. Rown- 
tree, that the workérg do not want 
a share-in the executive functions 
of’ management. They are quite 
content to have a voice in order- 
ing their conditions of labour and 
‘to feel by publicity of accounts 
dnd such-like means that they are 
co-operators in the . undertaking 
and not merely hands.

“NEED FOR CAUTION.” 


The need fer caution in deallng 
with the South China problem is 
stressed in a “Times” leader of 
Auguat 21 which terms as “only 
too. distressing” | Hongkong’s 
particular difficulties and the 
“effrontery of the Red, Govern- 
ment of Canton was hardly to be 
borne.” For that very reason 
great circumspection is necessary, 
‘tates the article, as the Bolshe- 
.vists in Canton are _ obviously 

anxious to provoke some action by 
‘Great Britain which would turn 
the uncertain situation through- 
out China more definitely in their 
favour. : 

‘The river—that dreary river, 
on which go much has been Jone 
with British aid to suppress 
piracy and to make profitable 
navigation secure for» ull the 
nations—flows out from Canton, 
the chief commercial centre of 

“» South China, to Kowloon and to 
the island that not long ago was 
the very prosperous British colony 
of Hongkong, states the “Times,” 
Hongkong and Canton ~ are 
mutually complementary. . Each 
depends in a large degree upon 
the other for its prosperity and 
even for ity existence. Canton 
commands the trade of the in- 
terior, Hongkong is the highly 
organized medium for’ trans- 
forming that trade into an inter- 
national asset, increasingly valu- 
able alike to Chinese and to 
foreigners, One of the very 
‘serious features of the present 
phase of the Chinese crisis is the 
practical severance of normal 
‘communication between Canton 
and Hongkong. , 

BOLSHEVISTS IN CANTON. 


Through a movement engineer- 
ed from Canton, the trade of the 
British island colony at the mouth 
of the river is paralysed, and the 
daily losses now amount to 
several hundred thousand pounds, 
This movement fs associated with 
the general anti-British movement 
in China, of which the Vuhit- 
suntide incident in Shanghai was 
made the pretext. But in Canton 
the opportunity was seized to give 
it a specific direction. Canton 
happens to be the birthplace and 
the home of the Kuomintang 
Party, which, in the declining 
‘years of its late leader, Sun. Yat- 
sen, established a very intimate 
connection with the Russian 
Soviet Government. The extrem- 
jst wing of this party, after 
strange vicissitudes during the 
chaotic civil war of the last few 
years, succeeded, also about Whit- 
suntide, in, recovering control in 
Canton with Bolshevist aid” 
confessedly Red Government 1s 
now established in Canton. t is 
supported by Soviet Russians who 
act as instructors in the W ham- 
poa Cadet School and as advisers 
jn administrative and revolution- 
ary technique. Steamers from 
Viadivostok have passed Hong- 
kong conveying to Canton Bolshe- 
vist agents and Bolshevist | sup- 
plies. . The Canton merchants 
probably object to the present 
régime and would like to side with 
the more moderate but now ap- 
parently helpless wing of the 
Kuomintang. But the merchants 

ean do little now, less even than 


when, in the days of the civil war, 


the Volunteer: Corps financed by 
them was thrust aside. The Red 
faction, reinforced by Russian re- 
volutionary and military. aid, is 
jn complete control of Canton and 
the Kwangtung region.

vigilantly maintaining his com- 
munications, not, alone with 
Karakhan and Borodin in Peking, 
but along the roads for the supply 
of munitions of war that: lead 
down from Soviet Siberia through 
Kalgan. ° General Feng is in 
close sympathy with the Govern- 
ment now in power in Canton. 
The success of a provocative 
mancuvre there might give him 
the opportunity, for which he is 
perhaps waiting, definitely to 
seize power in Peking.

.BABATINI'S MASTERPIECE, 

._A fleet of five large vessels of 
sixteenth century design was 
built for First National’s screen 
version of Rafael Sabatini’s “The 
Sea Hawk,” which comes to: the 
World Theatre to-morrow. - Tho 
picture, which has been given a 
great reception in America, was 
shown in the Albert Hall, London, 
on October 15. In other sea 
stories on the screen, schooners or 


steam vessels have been rented or 


purchased. But in .“The Sed 
Hawk,” the ships, which ranged 
from 90 to 192 feet in length, 


were specially constructed in the | 


shipyards of .San Pedro, Cali. 
fornia, under the supervision of 
Frederick Gabouri, an expert. 
Mr. Gabouri was assisted by more 
than 300 draftsmen, mechanics, 
riggers, carpenters, electricians, 
sailors, and labourers. With 
poop, decks, grotesque figure- 
heads, ‘gaudily coloured sails, and 
old-fashioned cannon, the fleet 
afloat recalled the Pacific expedi- 
lions of Balboa, Megellan, and 
Cabrillo, three hundred years ago. 
Many of the scenes in “The Sea 
Hawk,” as those who have read 
Sabatin!’s book will appreciate, 
had to be produced on the high 
yeas. All the vessels were made 
yeaworthy and equipped with 
motor power. One of the ships 
was -a replica 
frigate of 1500; a second, a 
Moorish galleas, and a third,.a 
Moorish frigate. There was also 
a ‘Spanish galleon and. pirate 
eraft. The Moorish frigate was 
propelled by over 200 men, four to 
six chained to each oar, and the 


| other vessels had oarsmen in pro-, 
‘portionate. numbers. 


In order to 
accommodate tho sailors, galley 
slaves; fighting men, principals, 
and technical workers required 
for the hig battles at sea, Frank 
Lloyd producer-director, who, by 
the way, is a native of Glasgow, 
established a camp near an 
Algerian village on the west coast 
of Santa Catalina Island.

His “Sea Hawk,” 
as everyone interested in litera- 
ture Knows, has met with great 
success as a novel, Briefly,’ the 
narrative tells of a seventeenth 
eentury English baron, whose 
brother, seeking to divert suspi- 
cion for a murder, has him placed 
aboard a ship and carried to sea 
in the -hope that he will be 
accused of’the crime. +The Bri- 
tish ship is captured by the crew 
vf a Spanish vessel, and all on 
board become galley slives. Later, 
the Spanish vessel is attacked 
and. taken by the Moors,. and 
among the latter, Milton . Sills, 
leading man in a score of big pro- 
ductions, becomes a great chief- 
tain and is known as “The Sea 
Hawk.” This account falls a 


long way short of justice to the 


story, which embodies grent 
sweeps of action, too full of ‘de- 
tail for recital in limited space.
